President  Roosevelt’s  speech  at  the  Wash- 
ington meeting  of  the  American  Tract  S >- 
ciety  on  March  12  is  a good  argument  for 
Home  Missions.  Here  is  an  extract : "Un- 
less people  have  had  some  experience  with 
the  dangers  and  difficulties  surrounding 
the  newly  arrived  inmigrant  they  can 
hardly  realize  how  great  they  are.  The  immi- 
grant comes  here  almost  unprotected;  he 
does  not,  as, a rule,  know  our  language; 
he  is  wholly  unfamiliar  with  our  institu- 
tions, our  customs,  our  habits  of  life  and 
ways  of  thought;  and  there  are,  I am 
sorry  to  say,  great  numbers  of  evil  and 
wicked  people  who  hope  to.  make  their 
livelihood  by  preying  on  him.  He  is  ex- 
posed to  innumera  le  temptation*,  innu- 
merable petty  oppressions  on  almost  every 
hand;  and  without  someone  on  hand  to 
help  he  has  no  idea  how  to  turn.  No 
greatet  work  can  be  done  by  a philan- 
thropic or  teligious  society  than  to  stretch 
out  the  helping  hand  to  the  man  and  the 
woman  who  comes  here  to  this  country  to 
become  citizens  and  the  parents  of  citizens, 
and  therefore  do  their  part  i > making  up, 
tor  weal  or  for  woe,  the  future  of  our  land. 

If  we  do  not  take  care  of  them,  if  we  do 
not  try  to  uplift  them,  then,  as  sure  as 
fate,  our  own  children  will  pay  the  pen- 
alty. If  we  do  not  see  that  the  immigrant 
and  the  children  of  the  immigrant  are 
raised,  most  assuredly  will  it  be  that  our 
own  children  and  children's  children  are 
pulled  down.  Either  they  will  rise  or  we

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“How  Gnu  We  f>o  It?” 

Under  the  above  caption  in  the  paper  for 
March  the  9th,  Ilro.  W.  I’.  Price  compli-  ^ 
ments  an  editorial  condemning  Catholics 
and  Lutherans  for  using  government  money 
in  the  support  of  their  schools,  cl  lims  that 
the  Baptists  in  the  Orphanage  at  Jackson 
are  guilty  of  the  same  thing.  FcrBro.  Price 
personally,  1 have  the  highest  regard,  but 
I am  very  sorry  he  felt  cajled  upon  to  write 
that  article.  I am  not  a Trustee  of  the  Or- 
phanage and  represent  nobody  but  myself, 
but  I feel  that  Bro.  Price’s  article  is  a re*  • 
flection  upon  every  Baptist  in  the  State. 

I was  at  the  Convention  at  Hattiesburg 
when  the  question  concerning  the  school 
where  the  children  of  the  Orphanage  at- 
ten’ii,  was  discussed,  and  1 thought  settled,  -i 
True,  Bro.  Price  at,  that  meeting  had  the 
courage,  of  hisconviction*  and  claimed  that 
the  school  referred  to  would  involve  “State 
Aid”  to  a church  school  and  he  was  op- 
posed to  it  Eveiy  Baptist  then  would 
have  ngrecd  with  him  it  they  had  believed 
as  he  did,  that  ihe  conduct  of  the  school 
involved  “State  Aid,”  but  they  believed 
that  no  such  thing  existed. 

Superintendent  Carter  said  he  wanted  to 
do  what  was  right  and  asked  the  Conven- 
tion to  instruct  him,  and  my  ri collection  is 
that  the  Convention  said  by  almost  unani- 
mous vote,  to  go  ahead  and  send  the  chil- 
dren to  the  school  mentioned  believing  that 
such  action  would  in  no  wise  involve  the 
question  of  “State  Aid”  to  a church  school. 
The  reader  is  entitled  to  n brief  statement 
of  facts  in  the  case.  The  Orphanage  is  the 
Home  of  the  orphan  children  there  abiding. 
These  children  were  enumerated  as  living 
in  a given  school  district.  This  gives  to 
this  scho  >1  district  anap  ropriatioa  of  the 
Public  School  Funds  as  a similar  number 
of  children  would  have  received  in  any 
other  school  district.  These  children  were 
eutitled  t<>  attend  any  public  school  in  their 
district.  The  school  official— and  not  ' 
church  officials— saw  fit  to  establish  a 
Free  School  near  the  Orphanage— possibly 
upon  the  Orphanage  ground  by  consent  of 
the  Superinti  ndentof  the  Orphanage.  The 
children  in  the  Home  are  attending  that 
school  as  are  other  children  in  the  district 
outside  of  the  Home.  lust  how  many  out- 
side ol  the  Home  attend  I am  not  advised, 
but  I see  the  names  of  seven  such  children 
on  the  H<  nor  Roll  of  the  school.  This 
school  differs  from  no  other  Common,  or 
Free  School  in  any  essential  particular  that 
I can  see.  Why  should  anybody  think  it 
wrong  for  the  ohildnn  in  an  Orphan’s 
Home  to  attend  a public  school  any  mote 
than  it  would  be  wrong  for  the  children  in 
any  other  home  in  the  district  to  attend 
suih  school  I cannot  see.  Is  Bro  Price 
afraid  to  s<  nd  his  children  to  a public 
school  for  fear  he  will  “get  his  arm  into 
the  public  crib?”  To  be  consistent  he  would 
have  to  take  such  groan  I.  For  my  part  I 
feci  very  comfortable  “under  my  v st” 
about  this  school,  and  shall  go  on  protest- 
ing against  public  funds  being  used  for 
church  schools  as  I have  done  for  more 
than  twenty  five  years.

Purser  as  a zeaJoas  leader,  the  pretty 
home  was  built;  and  it  is  the  remainder  of 
a debt  on  this  building,  amounting  to  $1, 
080,  that  has  just  been  lifted.  Again  our 
devoted  apd  conscientiones  pastordirected 
our  movements,  and  to  him  is  much  of  the 
credit  due  that  the  church  is  now  free  of 
debt.  Thik  faith  and  zeal  were  the  inspira- 
tion that  cpuld  brook  no  denial,  and  lapt 
Sabbath  was  a day  of  real  thanksgiving 
with  our  people.  Materially,  therefore,, 
we  are  advancing:  but  our  spiritual  pro- 
gress is  ev&i  g.  eater.  We  have  never  had  I 
congregations  as  large  as  we  have  at  pres- 
ent at  regular  services;  our  Sabbath 
School  averages  110  in  attendance,  % 
greater  number  than  before  in  all  the  his- 
tory of  the  church.

(I  pnier  the  word  tqes  enger  to  dele- 
gate), and  was  asked  by  on.*  of  them  togo 
with  him.  There  were  about  ten  of  us 
then.  About  dusk  we  reined  up  at  a mag. 
nifieent  farm  house  presided  over  by  Bro. 
Wood.  Never  shall  l forget  that  reception 
whole  souled,  generous,  big  hearted.  The 
only  regret  he  seemed  to  have  was,  that 
there  were  n it  more  of  us  The  next  the 
ladies  meet,  and  such  shaking  of  hands 
and  greetings  of  fellowship.  I nf  ver  had 
seen  the  like,  they  were  all  brethren  and 
each  was  glad  to  see  the  other.  J caught 
the  same  Spirit  and  felt  perfectly  nt  home. 

I was  with  the  Lord’s  people  and  car- 
ed for  in  splendid  style  by  the  go'kd  people 
of  Middleton  without  money  a id  without 
price.  How  they  did  laugh  at  thi.  idea  of 

my  expecting  to  pay  my  fare,  ^uite  a 
number  of  preachers  were  there.  To  me 
they  were  ill  great.  To  tne  the  men  of  G id 
I held  in  highest  reverence  It  was  a sur- 
prise to  me  to  have  an  intelligent  gentle- 
man criticise  a preacher.  How  is  it  now? 

1 he  thing  that  impressed  me  most  was  a 
little  cabinet  organ  in  the  church,  and  n 
little  woman  sitting  in  front  playing  a 
tune  and  keeping  time  with  her  foot.  My 
feelings.  Shades  of  departed  world  lines.® ! ! 
discration  and  abomination  tendneev 
that’s  all. 

I was  just  green.  But  I gbt  home  all 
right.  I had  learned  somefhing  An  asso- 
ciation  is  a good  place  to  send  young  con- 
verts.  May  the  churches  continued  so  to 
do.  A word  to  the  young  messenger.  Not 
to  gallant  the  girls,  not  to  show  off  bat  in 
meekness  to  learn. 

A ease  of  discipline  A fami!y  moved  info 
our  neighborhood,  pbove  the  average  in 
intelligence  and  refinement.

Many  of  U8 
were  deeply  hurt  and  feared  the  results, 
but  coi^d  not  let  it  pass.  She  was  citj;d  to 
come  before  the  church.  She  came,  ! and 
when  the  case  was  ca’led  she  modestly 
stated,  l"yes  brethren  I did  it,  I d<>  not 
deny  it;  I do  n-'t  think  it  any  harm  to 
dance,  -|nd  I cannot  say  therfore  that  jl  am 
sorry  for  it;  but  this  I will  say  that  if  any 
ol  you  think  it  is  wrong  I will  dance  no 
more".
